It was
necessary to perform a second op-
eration on Wednesday, however,
and he died Saturday at 10 p.m.
His death was due to -urinary
poisoning.

Character
Building Is
Important

Asst. Supt. of L. A. School
System Praises Torrance
Hlementary School

“Modern educators consider char-
acter building of more importance
than the mere teaching of the ele-
mentaries of arithmetic, grammar
and sclence,” Vierling Kersey, as-
sistant superintendent of the Los
Angeles school system, told Tor-
rance Rotarians at their weekly
luncheon Thursday.

In explaining the way in which
teachers in the local schools are
endeavoring ta build character into
the lives of boys and girls, Mr.
Kersey said they tried to give the
children the right attitude toward
(1) work: (2) saving; (8) morals.

Children are taught that they
must apply themselves to real hard
work if they are to succeed. They
are taught to save, not so much
to accumulate, as to evaluate. They
must learn the value of time as

well as material things, said the
educator.
In speaking of their' method of

instilling the proper moral charac-
ter into the minds of school chil-
dren, Mr, Kersey sald they were
taught to do right because it was
right; and not because of the fear
of being caught,

Mr. Kersey spoke very highly of
Principal Bell and the faculty of
the Elementary School, ‘which is
directly under the assistant super-
intendent’s direction. He explained
that he could not speak for the
High School, as his work was
more particularly with Elementary
Schools,

pronounced the cause of death

Torrance business people and
other friends were shocked Thurs-
day morning to learn of the sud-
den death of Jere Van Andle, pro-
prietor of the Van Andles Specialty
Shop.

‘What was at first believed to be
4 cold in the head developed within
a few hours to be a serious ail-
ment of the eyes or brain. The
exact cause of his death will not
be known until an autopsy is per-
formed.

Mr. Van Andle complained of a
pain in his head Tuesday, which
became so serious by Wednesday
evening that he was taken to the

he told Mrs. Van Andle that He
was resting comfortably and asked
her to retire. Soon after, he passed
into an unconsciousness from which
he never recovered. Death came
at 4 a. m. Thursday.

Jere Van Andle was born in St.
Joseph, Mo. He came to Torrance
21 months ago, where he opened
a specialty shop on Sartori ave-
nue,“in which business ' he has been
assisted by Mrs. Van Andle.

The deceased is survived by his
wife; a son, Robert Van Andle, of
Vallejo, ' Calif.; two sisters, Mrs.
Minnie Judd of Council Bluffs, Ia.,
and Mrs. Fannie Holbrook of Kan-
sas City, Kan, A cousin, Mrs.
Jack Houck, livés in Long Beach.

Immediately upon the death of
Mr, Van Andle, word was sent for
Mrs. Van Andle's brother, John
Holtog, at Oakland. Mr. Holtog
arrived early this morning,
